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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-14 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 8 are allowable over the prior art of Kitamura et al. 
U.S. Patent 4739204 and Fujita et al. E.P. 000633647A1 which do not disclose the 
claim limitations of Ishida et al. except for the damping member being constructed of a 
pair of plate-like damping member and where at least one of the plate-like damping 
members has a groove on a surface for defining the stator coolant passage. 

Independent claim 9 is allowable over the prior art of Kitamura et al. U.S. Patent 
4739204 and Fujita et al. E.P. 000633647A1 which do not disclose the claim limitations 
of Ishida et al. except for the coolant tube and the damping member are separate in 
which the coolant tube is sandwiched between the stator core and the damping member 
in a radial direction. 

Independent claims 13 and 14 are allowable over the prior art of Kitamura et al. 
U.S. Patent 4739204 and Fujita et al. E.P. 000633647A1 which do not disclose the 
claim limitations of Ishida et al. except for the a damping member constructed of a pair 
of plate-like damping members, wherein at least one the plate-like damping members 
have a groove on the surface thereof for the purpose of defining the stator coolant 
passage being bonded to each other.
